3 Ms. Dodd, the case of Mrs. Bowers, of Clan-

came on for ‘hearing, by way of an application

The plaintiff's case was that she supplied the 
defendant with meat for retail by him to the 
amount of £46, and that he had not paid for it. 
The defence was that the meat had been sup 
lied to the defendant's son, whose name was 
ban The name over the defendant's shop 
was “I. Goldwater,” and the name given to 
the plaintiff was “1. Goldwater.” The defend- 
ant fiad been dealing with the plaintiff for some 
years, but he said that in 1916 he assigned 
the business to his son, and that it was his son 
who incurred this debt. i 

The case was first tried before Mr. Justice 
Moore and a jury, and resulted in a verdict 
for the fnintift That verdict was set aside 
by the Divisional Court, on the ground that 
there had been misdirection by the judge, and 
a new trial was ordered. The second trial took 
lace before Mr. Justice Gordon without a jury, 
y consent of both parties. Mr. Justice Gordon 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for the full 
amount claimed. From that judgment the 
defendant appealed. 

Mr. Bartley (instructed by Mr. Ernest Harris) 
for defendant,’ sald that this motion was base 
on the fact that the judge’s finding was against 
the evidence and the weight of evidence. 
From the judge’s notes, which counsel read, it 
appeared the ® “1” in the name stood for Israel 
up to 1916, and that afterwards it stood for 
saac, his son, to whom he had transferred the 
busines CEs, although there was no assignment in 
writing. It was also stated that the defendant 

was in his son’s employment at £4 a week as @ 
Jewish butcher, and that- his son lived with 
him in his house on the South Circular road, 
and paid him £2 a week for his board and 
lodging.

The Court now, without calling upon counsel 
for the plaintiff, affirmed .the decision of Mr.

Traditions and Interests. 


We said yesterday that the Southern 
loyalists would accept citizenship of the 
Irish Free State and would rejoice to put 
their gifts into the common stock. The 
Southern loyalists, it must not be for- 
gotten, include many who are not 
Unionists; but all will welcome the 
important letter which Mr. Arthur Griffith 
has addressed to the Prime Minister. He 
promises that the Southern Unionists will 
have their full share of representation in the 
first Chamber of the Irish Parliament and 
will be consulted concerning the constitu- 
tion ef the Upper Chamber. ‘ We desire,” 
says Mr. Griffith, “to secure the willing 
co-operation of Unionists in raising the 
structure and shaping the destiny of the 
Free State.” The Southern Unionists, for 
their part, desire very heartily to help 
Ireland more freely than they have been 
allowed to help her in the past, and are 
ready to enter into a generous competition 
of service with their fellow-countrymen of 
all classes and creeds. They believe that 
only by such common service can the full 
measure of national content and progress 
be attained. They pin their faith to it 
as a sure solvent of age-long prejudices 
not merely between Southern Unionists 
and Southern Nationalists, but between 
North and South. Mr. Griffith invites 
the assistance of Southern Unionists “ in 
the same spirit of understanding and good- 
will that we ourselves will show to their 
traditions and interests.” No less is due 
from Ireland to the Southern Unionists, 
and more they do not ask. Their interests 
are those of the whole Irish people. Their 
traditions are trad. ,ons of which no Irish- 
man need feel ashamed. 

There is one subject which involves very 


closely the “ traditions and interests” of 


‘them. 


Sonthern loyalists. It seems to be accepted 
as a necessary condition of settlement that 
all British troops shall be withdrawn from 
Ireland. We are told that the withdrawal 
will begin as soon as the agreement 1s 
been ratified and will be complete before 
the Free State comes into existence. Is 
this a real necessity? We do not suggest 
for a moment that the troops could 
remain in Ireland as an emblem of Eng- 
lish authority over Ireland. That claim, 
we admit at once, would be entirely in- 
consistent with the spirit of the settlement 
and the Constitution of the Free State. 
Is it impossible, however, that they should 
remain—is it not desirable for many 
reasons that they shell remain—as the 
result of a friendly arrangement between 
the British and Irish Governments? Under 
such an arrangement British troops in 
Ireland would be neither “ foreigners”’ 
nor “ aggressors.’”’ The whole basis of 
the agreement is a denial of future con- 
flict between the two countries. The 
Parliament of the Free State will pledge 
its fidelity to the King “in virtue of the 
common citizenship of Ireland with Great 
Britain.” From the economic .and social 
points of view the loss of the troops would 
be a grievous hardship for Ireland. They 
spend millioris of pounds in the country 
which will be spent elsewhere if they are 
withdrawn. They have been, in normal 
times, the soul of Irish sport and good- 
fellowship. The existence of an Irish 
defence force ought not to prevent the 
training of British troops in Ireland by 
agreement with the Irish Government. 
There would be plenty of room for both ; 
and their intercourse in social and. athletic 
fields would establish a new link between 
the two peoples. Southern loyalists will 
lament the day when the last British 
soldier leaves Ireland—not because they 
fear oppression, but because a weight of 
proud traditions and fond associations will 
be tugging at their heart-strings Here, 
surely, is a case for “the spirit of under- 
standing and good-will.”’ 

The Royal Irish Constabulary, as Ire- 
land has known it for many years—a corps 
d’élite of splendid courage and Spartan 
fidelity—is not likely to survive the Treaty 
of Peace. We may rejoice in the hope 
that its stern services will not be required 
again; but the Imperial Government will 
be grossly ungrateful if it forgets them. 
Under the agreement the compensation of 
members of the old Force who may be 
discharged or may retire will devolve upon 
the Government of the Irish Free State. 
Cowper said that— 

“A brave man bears no malice, but forgets 

At once in peace the injuries of war.” 

We may hope that.the new Irish Govern- 
ment will display that spirit to the old 
Irish police ; but we hardly can expect the 
police to stake their whole future on such 
a hope. In the resolution which we print 
to-day they suggest that the British 
Government has broken faith with them, 
and they renew the claim for disbandment 
which seems to have been accepted two 
months ago by the Chief Secretary. Their 
case is that they took service with the 
Imperial Government, that they are un- 
willing to serve any other master, and that 
Section 10 of the agreement constitutes a 
breach of the Government 's contract. Tf 
the Force has a genuine grievance, it must 
be remedied without delay. We refuse to 
believe that the Government will venture 
to incur even the suspicion of ingratitude 
to these most loyal and most gallant of all 
its servants.

A New Entente. 


‘ The success of the Irish negotiations 
seems to be infectious. We learn from 
Washington to-day that tentative pro- 
posals for an entente to replace the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance have been cabled 
to Tokio and London. The Washington 
negotiators have agreed in principle to 
a quadruple understanding between. the 
three great naval Powers and France. 
It provides for joint consultation on 
all matters ‘which may. affect the 
interests of any of the high contracting 
parties in the Pacific, and by virtue of 
its terms every Power will be pledged to 
consult the others before it can go to war 
on any issue which concerns Pacific 
problems. . The agreement is being re- 
duced to the form of a definite treaty, 
and, if it is accepted by Britain, France, 
and Japan, it will be submitted to the 
American Senate. Its fate at the hands 
of that very independent assembly cannot 
be foretold, but one thing is certain, It 
will be received with enthusiasm by the 
British people. The proposed entente will 
re-unite America and Japan, and, what 
is even more important, will bring a real 
Anglo-American concord into the field of 
practical politics. Furthermore, it will 
clear the way for Mr. Hughes’s disarma- 
ment proposals, and for that reason alone 
we cannot believe that the American Senate 
will reject it. 


The Railway Danger. 


We drew attention on Tuesday to the 
grave situation which is developing on 
the Irish railways. Notices were re- 
ceived yesterday by branch representa- 
tives of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen and the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion summoning them to an All-Ireland 
delegate conference, which wil] be held in 
Dublin on next Sunday. This conference 
will be asked “to decide what action shal] 
be taken to defeat the opetation of the 
Carrigan award and the further proposals 
of the companies for reductions in 
salaries and wages.’ The notices have 
been issued officially by the Leinster

The Irish farmer, however, is not alone 
in his misfortune. The Council of Agri- 
culture for England held a meeting in 
London on Tuesday, and the rabbit nuis- 
ance was the sole subject of discussion. 
Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen, the Minister 
of Agriculture, “was in attendance, and 
Sk that legislation would be intro- 
uced to thwart the rabbit's destructive 
designs.

scours £1 note, and in the case of the 100 
franc note, at least, much more beautiful. 
This latter is a work of art, both as regards 
its engraving and its colour scheme; each side 
of this billet portrays two or three allegorical 
figures, representing ‘‘Industry, — Agricul- 
ture,” and so on, while the whole is printed in 
half-a-dozen different shades and colours. 

The 50-franc note shows on the front, in 
addition to “ Industry” and “ Agriculture 
on the reverse a series of female heads and 
ati intricate scrol] design, but the effect is not 
so pleasing, as the printing is carried out iD 
blue and mauve on a white ground 20 
and 10 francs are simply blue and white, while 
the five franc is at; present seen in two forms— 
blue and white and purple ax white. 

The Bank of France does not issue a note of 
lower value than five francs, and, as the amount 
of coinage in circulation is insufficient to meet 


1 the public needs, the Chambers of Commerce 


in most big towns and cities are empowered to 
issue their own one, half, and quarter franc 
notes. These were originally intended for 
local circulation only, and sometimes, but ‘not 
very frequently nowadays. the visitor who is 
moving about the country will find that the 
smail change he received in, say, Amiens will’ 
not prove legal tender in St .Malo or Marseilles. 

Seen new, fresh from the printer, some of 
these local issues are quite handsome. In some 
cases the design represents the chief loca] in- 
dustry, .as in the case, of those issued by the 
Chambre de Commerce de Nice et Alpes Mari- 
times, where we have a fisherman hauling his 
net, and a girl gathering fruit, apparently—to 
judge from her expression—from someone else's 


tree.

The metal coinage, or what there is of it, 
is of a most cosmopolitan character, and it 
is no uncommon thing to find among the change 
received in a short day’s shopping coins of 
Spain, Switzerland, Italy, Portugal, Belgium, 
Great Britain, Tunis, and even of far-off Argen- 
tine, in addition to a few French copper sous; 
but by far the most numerous are the Italian 
5 and 10 centime pieces, the 1920-21 issue of 
which are quite handsome and of the size of 
the English sixpence and shilling, respectively. 
There are also a few small aluminium coins in cir- 
culation, and very occasionally one comes across 
one of the old silver one or two franc pieces; 
but the most extraordinary expedient of all is 
the 5 or 10 centime postage stamp, enclosed in 
a sort of flat circular aiuminium disc or case 
with a celluloid face! 

One learns—from the papers—that the French 
Government, with a view to decreasing the 
amount of paper notes, has quite lately issued 
some sixty millions of new one and two-frano 
tokens in bronze which are said to be very 
beautiful—in fact, so much have they captured 
the public fancy that they are being kept as 
“souvenirs ” and being given to children for 
their “ money boxes.” fhether this be true 
or not none are to be seen on the Riviera as 
set, though it is rumoured that the Com- 
missionaire of the Hétel des Quatre Saisons is 
sporting one among the many medals that adorn 
his expansive chest.

THE ART OF THE CINEMA. 


EDUCATION AND FILMS. 


Practical recognition is at last about to be 
given to the cinema as a medium of education. 
As usual in matters educational, Scotland leads 
the van. Some of the authorities there have 
co-operated with the members of the cinema 
trade, and have made inquiries as to what films 
of real educational value exist, and what type 
of projector is.on the market suitable for use in 
schools. Demonstrations have been given of 
films and machines, and, as a result, it is ex- 
pected that real progress will shortly be made. 


It is probable that, pending the building of aj 


central hall suitable to cinema lessons, complete 
with the necessary fireproof operating box and 
special wiring, the portable projector will, of 
necessity, be selected. This type of projector 
has been used with much success by touring 
cinemas; on board ocean liners, and for private 
entertainments, but it would require to be ade- 
quately protected in cases where mischiévous 
school children are about.

banks, and gives instructive historical reference. 
has been similarly treated in 
America on a much bigger scale, and the film is 
shortly to be “ released ” for the benefit of the 
British exhibitors. There is no danger to youth- 
ful minds in such pictures, as tha camera is for 
ever faithful when dealing direct*with nature. 

Films claiming to reveal historical episodes in 
strict accordance with truth are, however, in 
another category. The recent Kitchener film, 
with its absurd, but romantic, spy story, is a 
good example of how history and its making 
can be distorted. If history is to be taught by 
““the screen,’’ let it be truthful, or as near the 
truth as possible, for who, indeed, can dis- 
tinguish between fiction and historical tr 
Perhaps one of the first duties of the new Irish 
State will be the appointment of censors of 
Irish history films. 

* * * . * * 

One would like, however, to see, in the new 
era which seems to be dawning, an intelligent 
use of the film for educational purposes in Ire- 
land. Other countries are not slow to recognise 
its worth, and to make as wide a selection as 
possible, There is a vast field of legendary lore 
aud historical research awaiting the film pro- 
ducer in Ireland, and, if the opportunity be 
wisely utilised, untold benefits may result. Tn 
future of the cinema is great. Climatic condi- 
tions, as proved by the success of the British 
films, are not a bar to effective production, so 
that in Ireland the scope for native pictures is 
vast. The public and the children—discriminat 
ing critics, too—are eagerly awaiting the advent 
of the native‘ picture—competently and faith- 
fully produced.

It is rather a pity that 
he has decided not to go to the United 
States. A voyage to New York and back 
would give him a little of the rest of which 
he stands so much in need.

Mall 
Gazette, says that “a question naturally 
arising out of the summoning of Parlia- 
ment to discuss the Irish peace terms is,

TO BE CLEARED UP. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

Oe the motion for the adjournment of the 
Northern House of Commons to-day, Sir James 
Craig (Premier) referred to the fresh proposals 
that had reached him from His Majesty’s Go- 
vernment. He said—I should like to explain 
that I think it inexpedient to-day to make any 
Statement with regard to the details of these 
proposals. : 

First of all, there is an ambiguity here and 
Secondly, there is &a 
considerable amount of further information that 
we must be in possession of before we can come 
to a right conclusion. Thirdly, I do not 
believe that a settlement amd peace will be 
furthered in any way by rushing at it, or by 
tumbling over one another at the moment. 

Lasting peace requires sound foundations, and 
sound foundations can only be reached by per- 
sons taking infinite pains at the initial stages. 
Therefore, until we have certain matters further 
elucidated and further information placed in 
our hands, I think it would be inadvisabie for 
this House to begin a discussion. 


CROSSING TO LONDON. 


To-morrow we will have an opportunity, I 
hope under other conditions, of placing our 
heads together in free and frank consultation, 
and thereafter, if that is the desire of my col- 
leagues, I propose to cross to London myself, 
in order on the spot to bring to a very definite 
point some of those questions which seem to 
me to require explanation in the document. 

On my return it may be necessary to have 
further consultations, or it may be possfble to 
report direct to this House the result of my 
endeavours; but I think that we should hold 
our hand in the meantime, and show that 
moderation which has always characterised us 
when any crisis has to be faced. i 

But one matter in connection with Monday’s 
proceedings I feel it quite impossible to allow 
to pass without making strong protest. It 
may be without parallel that the Prime 
Minister of one of the Parliaments of the 
Empire should have to criticise the speech of 
the highest legal authority in England—the 
Lord Chanesllor, But, whatever the con- 
sequences may be, I really cannot allow it to go 
out to the world that we did wrong, or any- 
thing indeed but what was right and proper, in 
passing Our eniergency measure dealing with 
the situation in Tyrone yesterday. -- 

I can only hope that there hag been some 
misrepresentation through ordinary errors in 
reporting the speech; but taking to-day’s Press, 
I quote the following sentence, which stands out 
by itself, and, therefore, does not require one 
to go over other grounds dealing with other 
matters :— 

“We propose that a Boundary Commission,” 
said the Lord Chancellor in the speech that he 
delivered, “ should examine into the boundary 
lines, with a view to rendering impossible such 
an unhappy incident as that of a few days ago, 
under which the popularly elected bodies of 
one or two of these districts were excluded from 
their habitation by the representatives of the 
Northern Parliament on the ‘ground that they 
were not discharging their duties properly.’’ 


FOLLOWING PRECEDENTS. 


AN ENGLISH EXAMPLE, 

First of all, that short and, I hope, effective 
measure was following precedents created not 
only in this country, but across the Channel. 
In England if a defaulting authority cannot be 
brought to its senses in any other way, power 
is yested in the Crown to send down a com- 
miesioner to function for that defaulting 
authority. 

In this country the Imperial Government, of 
which the noble Lord Chancellor is a member, 
have put into operation measures very much 
similar to that which we propose in the case of 
County Tyrone. It looks, if the Lord Chan- 
cellor is carrectly reported, as if we excluded 
from their habitation certain persons because 
we were vindictive in our attitude towards 
them. 


SAVING THEM. 


We wanted to sare them from themselves. 
We wanted to save the 75 per cent. of the 
loyalist ratepayers from destruction’ and ruin. 
If we had held our hands and allowed the 
doors to be shut and chaos to reign, the roads 
and the sanitation—— 

Mr. Coote—And the hospitals and asylums. 

Sir James Craig--Yes, and the hospitals and 
the asylums, and everything that goes to make 
up the life of the people would have gone to 
wreck and ruin, and this, forsooth, is described 
by the Lord Chancellor as excludihg these 
people from their habitation. 

I do not wish to embarrass any man who is 
busily engaged in attempting to bring peace to 
this country, but it appears to me to be an im- 
fringement of the rights and privileges of this 
House for the Lord Chancellor, or anyone else 
to make such a speech, ‘without apparently a 
full knowledge of the facts before him. 

To make the speech at all was an incorrect 
attitude on his part, especially at this. time. 
It only encouraged evil-doers, and I do hope and 
believe that this will be a warning to others. 
They may be well-meaning in their attempts 
to bring about a satisfactory conclusion of these 
negotiations, but they must not irritate the 
loyalists of Ulster. We have our own difficul- 
ties, and we have not by any means come to a 
conclusion regarding the proposals which have 
been put to us. 


VERY SERIOUS MATTER. 
ULSTER BOUNDARIES, 


It seems to be a very serious matter to throw 
out the suggestion that the boundaries of Ulster 
have to be altered becausé¢ a county council or 
any authority repudiates the Government under 
which it is placed, not by any desire of our 
own, but because of the charge that was placed 
upon us by His Majesty the King and the 
Parliament of Great Britain. We were only 
doing our duty in what we undertook, and 
guarantee to say if we had not done our duty, 
and imitated the methods adopted by the 
British Government through Dublin Castle, we 
would have allowed things to slide quietly into 
the same chaos and confusion thet characterised 
the South. Therefore, it behoves us at the very 
foundation of our new State to be firm, and to 

just. 

Éamiaih to say that in the County of 
Tyrone we will be blesséd by 80 per cent. of 
the people for having stepped in and rescued 
the county from destruction. I merely enter 
that strong, earnest protest against interfer- 


— 


ence with the Government matters handed over. 


to us. If they did not think we were fit to 
menage a recalcitrant county council, then 
Great. Britain should never have placed us in 
the position of attempting to rule the six coun- 
tier of Ulster. 

We have taken the effective way in what we 
have done, and in spite of the Lord Chancellor’ 
speech, I would do the same thing to-morrow if 
it was necessary. I brine this out, because it 
eeeine to me it would be improper to pass over. 

The Lord Chancellor has been a life-long 
friend ain oe say it ae vindictive 
manner, bat in the interests ringing peace 
to the country, that in any circumstances this

CHANGES AND SAVINGS. 


The position of the British Government 
officials employed in the administration of Irish 
affairs is a question which is being very much 
discussed, says the Press Association. That Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, the Chief Secretary, will not 
disappear from public life with the establish- 
ment of the Irish Free State is taken for 
granted. It is pointed out that as he is one 
of the few Chief Secretaries who have not been 
“broken ” by the office, he is not likely to lack 
recognition. 

The Premier’s action in presenting to Lady 
Greenwood the pen with which the peace terms 
were signed is taken as an augury of bigger 
things. 

POSSIBLE SAVINGS. 


“The saving which the Government will effect 
by. the disappearance of Irish officials is very 
slight,” said one of them yesterday. ' As mont 
of them are permanent civil servants they will 
have to be found work elsewhere. Who will be 
kept by the Irish Free State and who will be left 
to the British Government will depend on Dail 
Eireann. 

‘* As they are all trained administrators, and 
are, in addition, mostly Irish, it is unlikely that 
the statesrnen of the new Government will fail 
to recognise their value. The Irish Office in 
London is technically only a branch of the Chief 
Secretary's Office, and has only two permanent 
officials—the chief clerk and the draftsman of 
Parliamentary bills. All the other officials be- 
long to other Government offices, and are merely 
lent. 

“The saving to Britain by the withdrawal of 
troops from Ireland will also be very slight. 
The regular forces have to be kept somewhere, 
and it has been found convenient to station 
them in Ireland. To transfer them to English 
or Colonial barracks will not save money. It 
will only mean spending money somewhere else.” 


VANISHING POSTS. 


Apart from the Civil Service, there are 
all kinds of Irish posts which may be 
expected to vanish. These, for the 


most part are honorary, and their disappearance 
Among them 
are :-—Hereditary Chief Butler of Ireland (the 
Marquis of Ormonde); Hereditary Seneschal, or 
Lord High Steward in Ireland (the Earl of 
Shrewsbur and Talbot); His Majesty's

| menting upon the publication of a document, 


issued by the Irish Office, with reference to a 
document disclosing certain Sinn «ein instruc- 
tions. | 

Mr. Hogg said that the paintiff, who had a 
distinguished journalistic career, was appointed 
last yoar td a post at Dublin Castle, to furnish 
precise statements of matters of mterest with 
regard to the state of affairs in Ireland. Dur- 
ing his absence in England last May there was 
captured a Sinn Fein document, containing 4 
reference to Sunday, March 28th; to the ques- 
tion of electric road mines, and to the demorali- 
sation of certain Sinn Fein units. 

Those who first had the docungénmt thought 
that it referred to the year 1921, and that date 
was added when it was forwarded to the 
Publicity Department. When the document 
was. published the mistake was noticed in 
Dublin, and Mrs. Acland wrote to the West- 
minster Gazette, saying that to a Dublin Castle 
official it might be a small matter to change a 
date from March, 1920, to March, 1921, but Mr. 

Clarke should have taken better pains to 
make sure that the letter contained nothing 
that would expose his little ruse.

DELEGATES RETURN. 


MR. COLLINS KISSED. 


Scenes of unbounded enthusiasm characterised 
the departure of the Sinn Fein delegates from 
Euston Station yesterday evening. Some three- 

uarters of an hour before the departure of 
their special train, which was to convey them 
to Holyhead, the crowd began to assemble 
round the sleeping salooh that had been re- 
served for them. The crowd was representative 
of every Irish organisation. As the time for 
the depariure of the train drew near some 
2,000 London-Irish—with women in the majority

Mr. Collins was besieged by a surging, 
ing, good-natured crowd, and, before the 
pol “ae could come to his aid, he was heartily 
embraced by a young woman. she emplanted 
kissca upon his. cheeks with wonderful rapidity. 
His hat was lost in the struggle, and the 
remainder of his journey to the carriage was 
conducted with the utmost difficulty. Some 12 
policemen carried him along the platform, 
while others were engaged in resisting the 
eXorts of the crowd to reach him. 

Minus his hat—which was never recovered— 
Mr. Collins was “ bundled” into .he train, and 
the crowd then gave themselves up to vociferous 
cheering and the enthusiastic snging of the 
** Soldier’s Song.” - 

After the delegates had boarded the train, 
those of the crowd who were near the carriage 
door shouted for speeches, first from Mr. Collins, 
and then from Mr. Griffith. Mr. Griffith ap- 
peared at the window with an uplifted hand, 
apparently to indieate his willingness to re- 
spond. His appearance, however, resulted in a 
fresh outburst of cheering, and he remained in 
this attitude until the train steamed out at 
8.55. Cries for order were futile, and the last 
the enthusiastic demonstrators saw was the 
waving of Mr. Griffth’s hand and the smiling 
face of Mr. M. Collins.

MR. COLLINS’S IDEA. 


In Hans Place, the headquarters of the Sinn 
Fein Delegation, a Press Association representa- 
tive last night secured an interview with Mr. 
Michael Collins. 

Mr. Collins made no direct comment on the 
terms of the agreement, but confined himself to 
the possible influence of the Irish Free State 
on world politics. In the creation of the Irish 
Free State, he said, we have laid the foundation 
on which may be built a new world order. 
There is now an opportunity of establishing a 
league of free nations, such as General Smuts 
said would be necessary to secure the support 
of South Africa in any association formed for 
the maintenance of world peace. We can 
begin by bringing Great Britain, the Colonies, 
and Ireland into an association of Free States. 
And would not America, bound so closely by 
blood ties both to Britain and to Ireland, be 
willing to enter such a League? The Irish in 
Ireland would be united once more with the 
Írish in America, and would share the common 
iuternaticnality with the peoples of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. Ireland would be a link to join 
America and Britain. 

And with America in this League of the Free 
Nations, Mr. Collins concluded, what country 
would wish to stay outside.

VIEWS OF POLICE FOBCES.

No member of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary would make any statement, 
but it was gathered that the general view 
seemed to be that the wording of the clause 
was considered rather indefinite. The matter 
engaged the attention of a joint meeting of the 
Representative Boards at the Dépét in Phenix 
Park yesterday, with the result announced 
above. , 

Recently it was reported that the attitude of 
the men was that, having been organised as an 
Imperial force, they had no desire to serve 
under any other than the Imperial Parliament. 
In conversation yesterday they repeated this 
view, and expressed the desire for disbandment, 
but were doubtful whether the conditions under 
which they would be disbanded would be satis- 
factory to them. 

“ Mowever,”” one man said, with a smile, 
“we may as well be optimistic,- and hope for 
the best. We expect to be paid off about 
March, perhaps sooner, but that, of course, is 
not decided yet.” Another said: “ Peace has 
come. What more do we want?” 


METROPOLITANS CHEERFUL. 


Among the Dublin Metropolitan Police a 
more cheery view appeared to be taken.: The 
new Representative Boards, of which there is 
one for each rank, will be elected within a 
few. days, and it is probable that these bodies 
will take up the case of the Metropolitan Force. 

Everywhere one went he was met with a 
spirit of thankfulness that peace was within 
sight, and that the troubled times of the past 
couple of years were at an end. This feeling 
of relief and gratitude was pronounced among 
all ranks.

PARALYSING EFFECT ON 


INDUSTRY. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


In his annual report to Congress, Mr. Mellor, 
Secretary to the Treasury, refers to foreign 
indebtedness to the United States, amounting 
to 2,000 million pounds, and to the outstending 
news of the present economic situation. 

He calls attention to the fact that within 
six months 6,750 million dollars of short-dated 
Government debt will mature, calling for the 
utmost economic avoidance of new undertak- 
ings, which would throw additional burdens on 
the Treasury. 

By far the major part of the report is taken 
up Le arguments in favour of a reduction in 
the income surtaxes, the maximum rates of 
which he would like to see reduced to 20 or 25 
per cent., in place of the present 50 per cent., 
and ultimately fixed at 10 per cent. for times 
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Fís argument is that the wealth of the 
country consists of the aggregate wealth of 
individuals, and that heavy taxes discourage 
enterprise and eat up working capital, which 
is needed by industries of the country.

[a connection with the threatened trouble on 
the Great Southern and Western Railway, an 
lrish Times representative was informed yester- 
day that, so far, the company had received no 
notification of any general etrike, such as had 
recently been suggested -from Waterford. 
According to this official, the state of affairs 
which has arisen, is due entirely to the action 
of the Government during the period of control, 
in running up wages out of all proportion to 
what they should have been from an economic 
point of view. 

It was not generally known that during the 
years that the Government controlled the Great 
Southern Line the loss actually reached three 
quarters of a million pounds per annum. When 
control was remored the company, like other 
companies, had endeavoured to rut their busi- 
ness in a sound economic position, and a 
reduction of wages and of hours became 
inevitable. 

On the 19th November last Mr. Carrigan 
issued his award, but the companies, generally 
speaking, did not put it into force pending the 
issue of further awards regarding ratea ct 
wages. These a d now been so long deferred 
that the Great Southern and Western Railway 
had arranged to give notice at the end of this 
week that they would put into effect the award 
as regards conditions of service, as from the 
19th inst.—that is, a month after the date ot 
the award. 

The putting of this aword into operation 
would naturally result in a redundant staff, 
owing to the increase of working hours. The 
‘men who would be paid off would be those most 
recently taken into employment—eay, within 
the last few years—and as many-of these men 
es had good records would he re-employea 
according as vacancies occur. 

Referring to the flumber of strikes which 
have taken place on the line, tho oficial added 
that during the Inset five years strike disturb- 
ances at Inchicore Works alone represented 
over a year-and-a-half’s working time. 

A circular has been issued to all Irish branch 
secretaries of the Nationa] Union of Raibway- 
man and of the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
inviting delegates from the branches to attend 
an All-Ireland Conference at the Trades’ Fall, 
Capel street, Dublin, on Sunday next, at noon, 
to decide what action should be taken to defeat 
the operation of the Carrigan Award and the 
further proposals of the companies for reduc- 
tions in salaries and wages.

IRISH PEACE. 


——-b—— 
ULSTER’S ACCEPTANCE 


“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


The terms of peace formulated by the Irish 
Conference have already secured almost unani- 
mous approval in this country. Doubts that 
grew while the deliberations were in progress 
have melted away with the publication of the 


result. Though the terms are generous, they 
are not more generous than the desires of the 
British people. Though they proclaim trust in 
Ireland, that trust ia shared by the nation. If 
spiritual antipathies so deep-rooted and griev- 
ances 60 long established have in this instance 
been lastingly composed at the Council table, 
it ia an augury of no small import for the 
future of humanity. 

The signature of the Irish Peace terms will, 
wo trust, be found to have possessed no lesser 
significance. ‘The verdict of the Northern 
Cabinet and Parliament is still in suspense, 
continues J'he TJ'imes. Sir James Craig has 
gone so far as to suggest that Ulster’s. accept- 
ance is not impossiblg9, but, with some reason, 
he requires time for consideration. ‘The terms 
of the offer that has been made render it 
scarcely thinkable that Ulster should reject 
Possibly, now’ that they are face to 
face with the terms which appear me to 
govern the future relationship of that State 
with Great Britain, Ulstermen may realise that, 
while they possess the power of postponing the 
day of union, the forces that have consistently 
worked for it have received a sudden stimulus, 
and now bid fair eventually to prevail. 

It is, perhaps, too much to hope that Ulster- 
men will at once approach the Irish Free State 
in the manner indicated by the negotiators at 
Downing strect. lf they did, we have little 
doubt but that they would be met in the same 
spirit that has inspired Mr. Griffith's noteworthy 
offer to the Southern Unionists. So wise a de- 
cision on their part would, indeed, crown the 
triumph of Tuesday and banish every cloud 
that still darkens the prospect of their future 
and that of the island whose destiny they 
share. -

EAST PEACE. 


JOINT COUNCIL ON 
PACIFIC AFFAIRS. 
ANGLO-JAPANESE 
TREATY TO GO. 


Messages from Washington outline & 
proposed Quadruple Entente to replace the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance. 

The draft terms of the agreement, which 
have been cabled to the British and 


presentatives of Great Britain, France, 
the United States, and Japan shall sit in 
joint conference to discuss matters affect- 
ing the interests of these four countries 
in the Pacific. 

Each of the four Powers undertakes to 
consult the others before declaring war on 
any point which might arise in conmec- 
tion with differences relating to the Pacific 
Islands. 


OUTLINE OF TERMS. 


IDENTITY OF INTERESTS: 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
As a result of a meeting of the chief dele- 
gates of the United States, Great Britain, and 
Japan, a tentative proposal for an agreement 
between the United States and the other Powers 
‘to replace the Anglo-Japanese Alliance has been 
cabled to London and ‘iokio. 


American services, the draft agreement which, 
it is suggested, should replace the Anglo-J apa- 
nese Alliance, provides for a four-Power under- 
standing, France being included. 

Ji would be an agreement for a joint con- 
sultation on any matters afiecting the mterests 
of the four nations in the Pacific Islands. 

Under its terms each of the Powers would 
promise tko consult the others before going to 
war on any differences that might arise relating 
to the Pacific Islands. 

It is now being reduced to treaty form, and 
if accepted, will be submitted to the United 
States Senate 

The question at issue’ between the United 
States and Japan relating to cable facilities 
and other matters connected with the Island of 
Yap will be dealt with in a separate Treaty, 
which is said to be near completion. 

The spokesman of the British delegation has 
stated that the quadruple understanding aims 
at the mutual avoidance of difficulties, rather 
than at guarantees. 

The underlying principle will be that there 
should be some form of arbitration in dis- 
putes or provision for delay before hostilities 
are commenced. 

He made it clear that the understanding 
weuld terminate the Anglo-Jananese Alliance 
and provide for the limitation of fortificaty 
in the Near East and Japan, particularly 
Guam Island. 

China will not be involved in the plan, which 
deals with the Pacific Ocean rather than with 
China. 


ELECTION SURPRISE. 


CANADIAN PREMIER AND PARTY 
DEFEATED. 


OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

The Canadian General Election returns snow 
the following results: — Conservatives, 
Liberals, 122; Progressives, 62; Labour, é. 

In Quebec the returns will probably snow @ 
solid Liberal bloc of 65 members. Five dlinisters, 
who were returned for that provice at ine last 
election, including Mr. Ballantyne, Minister oi 
Marine, have been defeated. 
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Mr. Meighen, Prime Minister, has been 
defeated by a Progressive candidsie, as has 
also Mr. McCurdy, Minister of Public Works. 
The only Ministers who have so far been 
returned are Messrs. Drayton, Minister of 


Finance; Baxter, Minister of Customs; Manida, 
Minister for Soldiers’ Civil Re-estabiishment; 
Bennett, Minister of Justice; and Tomie, 
Minister of Agriculture. . 

Mr, Mackenzie King, Liberal Leader, who has 
been elected by a ,majority of nearly a 
thousand, has received many telegrams. of con- 
gratulation. He says that the results show 
that the people of Canada are heartily 
Coalitions. 

‘It is a matter of satisfaction to me,” he 
said, “‘ to find that the Liberal Party has been 
returned with-a clear majority over both the 
other oolitical groups in the House, and that 
it can carry on without coalescing on the one 
hard or logrollimg on the other. 

“The fact that the three provinces of Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, and Quebec send 
Liberals as their sole representation to Ottawa 
is in itself evidence that the Liberal policies 
have had their appeal, not to any one class, 
group, or race, but to all classes.” 

The Toronto Globe claims that the Libersts 
have a working majority over the other two 
parties. 

One woman, Mise McPhail (Progressive), has

PRESIDENT TAKEN PRISONER. 


Advices from Guatemala, 2 Central American 
republic, state that a revolution occurred in the 
capital on Tuesday night. 

The President’s party was defeated after a 
street battle, in which 12 persons were killed, 
and the President himeelf was besieged in his 
residence. He is now a prisoner in the hands 
of the rebels, and has formally surrendered 
his powers to a Provisional Government. 

All the members of the Government have 
been arrested and placed in various military 
barracks.

It has a population of about 2,200,000, 
and the capital, which bears the same name, 
9,200. President Carlos assumed office in March,
